DUTCH CABINET RESIGNS 


May Be Followed by Dissolution 


of the Parliament 


THE HAGUE, Dec. 25.—The Dutch cabinet or council of min- 


isters, comprising nine members, by whom the executive authority 


of the government is administered, today presented its resignation, 
It is thought that the dissolution of the parliament is likely to fol- 


low. 
The resignation of the cabinet is due to the defeat of the army 


estimates in the second chamber of parliament. 


The opposition in the discussion of these estimates contended 


that the efficiency of the Dutch army was not proportionate to its 
cost. The clericals, who are opposed to the government's plan for 
universal suffrage, are pleased over the situation created by the 
cabinet's resignation, as they prefer that the expected general elec- 
tion which is to follow should be fought out on the military issue 
rather than on universal suffrage.

hers will show. -We died for love which 
was denied by her dear mother. 
This is 


the only girl I ever loved. 
"We have 


promised before God we could never live 
apart. This is our secret." 


No letters were found In the clothing of 


the girl. 
The mother of Miss Wonderly 


had refused Green permission to visit her 
homo and tho police Ix-lii've Green and 
the girl entered into a compact to die to- 
gether. After shooting the girl twice, one 
bullet entering the mouth nnd another 
taking effect in the dice!:. Green walked 
some distance from her nnd shot himself 
in the head. 
No one witnessed the oc- 


currence, but the shots attracted a po- 
V.ceman, who hurried the couple to a hos- 
pital. 


The police and physicians endeavored 


to secure a statement from the girl be- 
fore she lapsed into unconsciousness, but 
she refused to talk. 
Owing to Green's 


condjtlor. no attempt was made to secure 
a statement from him. The physicians say 
both are in a critical condition.

The blessed season of Christmastide for the year 1907 has 


reached its climax today. So far as Oakland is concerned. Provi- 
dence tas been kind to it. The weather has been ideal.for shop- 
ping, ar d the tradesmen of Greater Oakland have reaped the bene- 
fit of it. Despite the temporary damper on the Christmas trade 
•which the financial flurry created by the reckless gamblers in Wall 
•treet, New York, spread all over the country, Oakland passed 
thr6ngh the ordeal with less distress than any* other community 


i of its population in the land. Trade has been brisk. It has been 
' * record year in trade, as compared with any previous Christmas 


I (under normal conditions, and the volume of business has been, 
'notwithstanding all drawbacks, little inferior to that of last year, 
when somewhat abnormal conditions existed. This community, 
and, in fact, Alameda county as a whole, have good and substan- 
tial reasons for being grateful at the present Christmastide, not

At the present Christ- 
mastide the world is exemplifying the great message to mankind—

Notwithstanding pessimistic opinions to the contrary, the world is 
growing better and is nearer now than ever it has been to that oft 
promised and long sought millennium when sxvords shall be turned 
into pruning hooks and spears into plowshares.

The resignation of Admiral Brownson as head of the naval

Great Success of Mississippi Jetties. 


Captain Eacls' plan for the deepening of the main outlet of the 


Mississippi mer for the benefit of commerce has proved more suc- 
cessful than his most sanguine expectations. The jetties which he 
constructed and the extensions subsequently made, and which are 
now nearly completed lia\e performed their mission in such^an ad- 
mirable manner, with the aid of dredgers, that the channel has 


- been scoured by the outflow of the stream into the gulf of Mexico 


to a depth varying from 50 to 8."> feet, where the \vater was formerly 
in place-> not much over six feet in depth. 


The new jetties which havo been constructed during the past 


four je.irs on the Eads plan of broad mattress foundations resting 
on the silt deposited by the river, at a cost of $6,000 000, have cut 
through a bar three miles broad, carrying the debris into the deep 
water of the gulf, opening a channel a thousand feet wick-. o\vr 
v hich the largest vessels afloat can pass at any stage of the tide 
and produced what is represented to be the deepest harbor in the 
world. Eads lived long enough however, to see only a partial suc- 
cess of his great scheme of river and harbor improvement, but the 
later achievements attained by the jetty extensions are far greater 
than anv thing he dared expect. Eads hoped to get a channel deep 
enough to bring a vessel with a draft of 26 feet up to New, Or- 
leans at any stage of the tide. Those who succeeded him in charge 
of the work calculated deepening the water on the bar to thirtv- 
five feet" for the full width of one thousand feet, but nevertheless 
couble the depth has been produced. No scheme of harbor and river 
Improvement ever carried out has proved a more complete tri- 
umph of engineering 


The first trial of Maximillian Harden, editor of Die Zukunft,

give every fact of consequence concern- 
Ing themselves from birth up to the altar. 


To take care of the rush couples who 


are expected to set In in a steady stream 
on New Year's day, Clerk Scully has re- 
modeled Ills office and established a mat- 
rimonial bureau at the east end of th« 
main corridor of the city hall, adjoining 
the office ;^f President McGowan, o[ the 
Board of Alderman. 
Scully has placed 


the bureau In charge of Edward A. Hart 
and Stuart Harris, two of his most di- 
plomatic 
ana 
sympathetic 
assistants. 


They are already In training for their 
new duties. 
EASY TO GST A MARRIAGE LICENSE. 


Getting out a license is to be made 


just ns easy as possible 'by Clerk Scully. 
The new office is to be wide open—in 
fact the widest open in the City Hall, and 
In plain view of the big crowd of poli- 
ticians wno usually loiter around the main 
corridor. When the titled foreigners who 
marry New Yorit heiresses In the future 
come down to "take out" their licenses. 


as they will have to, the City Hall loung- 
ers will have a free view. 


It is the first tlma In the memory of 


any ew Yorker that licenses have been 
required preliminary to a marriage. The 
law provides that a fee of $1 shall be 
paid for ea-M license, and at last year's 
matrimonial rate in the city, the local 
treasury will take In 550,000 ln_190S. 
It is necessary for both the Sride and 


bridegroom to appear when a license Is 
issued, and each Is asked a great num- 
ber of questions'. Here' are some which 
the 
prospective 
bridegroom 
will have 


to answer: 


Full name, color, place of residence, 


age, occupation, place of birth, name of 
father, country of birth, maiden name of 
mother, country of birth, number of mar- 
riage. If the candidate for marriage has 
ever been married before he must give 
the full history of that ceremony, and if 
divorced he must tell when and why. 
The same questions must also be answer- 
ed by the bride. If either of the couple 
answers the questions untruthfully they 
are subject to prosecution for perjury. 


NO LICENSE FOR MINORS. 


One of the striking features of the new 


law is that «I:-ich places legal bars in the 
way of the marriage of minors. No youth 
under twenty-one or girl under eighteen 
can obtain n. license without the written 
consent of both parents or guardian, and 
the parents must, be present in person to 
sign the document. To Insure, the car- 
rying out of the law, any clergyman or 
other person performing a marriage cere- 
mony for which a license has not been 
properly issued is subject to indictment 
for misdemeanor. 


The city clerk Is required to retain a 


duplicate of the license and the person 
performing ' he ceremony must within ten 
days file the original with the City Clerk, 


who, 
In turn, sends It to the State Board 


of Health.

All of the members of the police de- 
partment have had their attention called 
to the new ordinance creating the office 
of fire marshal, it having been printed 
in full in the last issue of the police 
bulletin, which is circulated weekly. Un- 
der the ordinance the fire marshal nas 
the power to appoint deputies, who re- 
ceive no compensation or allowance of 
any kind from the city and who may act 
in place of the marshal and are subject 
to removal by the marshal. 
The powers of the fire marshal are far 
reaching, he having the right to enter 
upon any premises at nil reasonable hours 
for the purpose of inspection, anJ he has 
full right to enforce all the provisions of 
the ordinance under which the posftlon 
was created. 
The chief of the fire de- 
partment is the fire marshal, with in- 
creased duties.

LEAVING ASHES. 


Under the ordinance, it is unlawful for 
any one to leave ashes in a wooden or 
combustible receptacle and it Is unlawful 
to put combustible material in. the re- 
ceptacles with ashes. It is also unlawful 
for any person to permit any accumula- 
tion of paper, hay, moss or other In- 
flammable material or rubbish of any 
character on any roof or in any yard or

It is unlawful under the ordinance 
for any person to start or cause to be 
started any fire outside of any building 
inside the fire limits for the purpose of 
burning any refuse matter, or any br^isn, 
logs or stumps except bv permission from 
and under the direction of the chief en- 
gineer of the fire department.
